Every pound of seit put in butter ever what is re- 
quired to give it flavor, instead of bringing & cash 
retern to the buttermaker, proves @ positive loss of 
several coats s pound, beesuse it reduces the value 
of every pound of butter v0 over-saited, fm quently 
as mach as three conte s pound. Butter is mot pre- 
served by eat. Thet is positive. it will keep just 
os long and just as sweet as Olive oil, without eal’, 
if no other substance is incorporated with it. It is 
the caseia of milk that spoils the butter, and woless 
free from that, ne art cao keop it sweet. Batters 
should be churned at 65 4cz., and immediately after- 
Wards reduced to 40 deg., and the less it ia touched 
by bumen hands the better. I weet be worked 
cool, either with or without washiag, es thet iss 
mooted question, watil ebsolutely free from butter 
milk oF particles of sour curd, and then jast enough, 
Sod no more salt added than to suit the taste of the 
convamer. The salt mest be pare, and one ounce 
to tem pounds of better will be eufficient. Thea 
Pack the butter solidly um any cask of eweet wood 
of stone pot, se os to exclude the sir, and just eo 
long aa the air ie excluded the betver will remain 
eweet.

To Sroaremes.— Wash your gun barrels in spirits 
of turpentine, by dipping & rag er sponge fastened
